REPORT 


It is intimated that membership of the Society is now 448, a decrease 
f 19. The decrease is, however, less significant than at first sight for tne 
General Secretary and Honorary Treasurer had to carry out between 
hem considerable research as to the status of membership or fellowship 
»f many of those whose names appear in the Society’s books. This 
-esulted, unfortunately, in many deletions due to failure to pay subscrip- 
‘ions as well as to the inevitable deaths and resignations. Numerous 
shanges of address, otherwise unrecorded, have also been found. It is now 
1 happier situation where less than 4% of the Society’s members and 
ellows are in arrears of subscription and only two of these persons

The Council wish to thank Miss M. Bindloss who has represented 
the Students during the past session. Through her help it is hoped that — 
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the Society will be made more attractive to Students. Council has care- 
fully reconsidered during the session the aims of the Society and its 
purpose in Botanical Education in Scotland. 


While the Council feel that the Society is in a fairly healthy position 
in terms of numbers of members, they are rather disturbed at the poor 
attendances at some of the public meetings. A questionnaire therefore has 
been circulated among the members to determine their wishes so that a 
more attractive programme may be planned.
